"Tho idea of a Greenland parliament," 


says Dr. Huyoa in his graphic work entitled 
tha "Land of Desolation," struck mo as 
something ludicrous when I first hoard of 
itj but upon gaining an intimate ncqaaint- 
anco with its workings I changed my mind, 
and became convinced that if nil parliaments 
did their worj: only half as well tho world 
would be better governed.

Each little 


town or bunting station is nfc liberty to 
send up a representative to sifc in the par- 
iiament of Julianfishanb. Tho number of 
representatives is twelve. Tho names of 
tho most important towns besides tho oapi. 
tnl nro Nonortalik, Frcdoricksdal, Lichtentiu, 
(these two latter aro missions of tho Mo- 
ravian brethren) Igulliko, Krkairaent. The 
parliament-house is not an imposing edifice. 
I should say its dimensions aro about six- 
toon by twenty feet. It is ono story high, 
is built of boards, lined on tbo insido nnd 
painted bluo, and on^tho outsido is plastered 
over with pitch.
